The Government will propose 
revision of the Political Fund 
Control Law and introduce an 
“anti-bribery bill” to the Diet 
at an early date, he added.

Hopes Dim

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — The 
Inter-American Economic Con- 
ference Friday appeared well 
on its way toward abandoning 
any hope of reaching a strong 
general economic agreement. 

The United States Thursday 
joined officially with Brazil in 
calling for a watered-down 
agreement far short of an over- 
all economic policy for the 
hemisphere.

But in view of 
the storm of controversy sur- 
rounding it, there seemed little 
chance they would be success- 
ful. 

In the announcement of its 
position, the United States not- 
ed the controversy raging about 
the proposed general agreement. 
It said a “simpler and more gen- 
eral” resolution appeared to be 
the enly way out. 


US.-Japan Body 
Slates Sept. 4 Meet 


The second meeting of the 
Japanese-American Committee 
on Security will be held in To- 
kyo Sept. 4, the Foreign Office 
announced yesterday. 

Japan will be represented at 
the meeting by Foreign Minister 
Fujiyama and State Minister Ju- 
ichi Tsushima, head of the De- 
fense Agency. 

Representing the United States 
Government will be Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur II and Adm. 
Felix B. Stump, commander in 
chief of U.S. Forces Pacific. 

Stump was absent from the 
first meeting of the committee 
held Aug. 16. His alternate, Lt.

LONDON (AP)—The criminal 
libel trial of Confidential maga- 
zine is getting top billing—even 
in Russia. 

Moscow Radio told the Rus- 
sian people Friday the trial is 
an excellent example of morals 
in the United States. 

In the first comment on the 
Los Angeles case, the radio 
mouthpiece of the Soviet Union 
began by describing Confiden- 
tial to its millions of home list- 
eners. 

“It’s staff,” said a commenta- 
tor, “consists of ex-policemen 
and former private detectives 
whose duty it is to peep through 
key holes of Hollywood bed- 
rooms and report on the private 
lives of the screen’s famous 
stars.”

hearing something new. 

The commentator, as do most 
all Russians, pronounced the 
name of the American movie 
capital “Gollyvud.” 

“Great numbers of journalists 
and television reporters are re- 
porting every word of the case,” 
the broadcaster continued. 

“Gollyvud, apparently is not 
disturbed by this scandal,” said 
the Muscovite commentator, 
“for its interest lies in profit- 
making and it has always con- 
sidered that publicity encour- 
ages profits.” 

“The history of Confidential,” 
the commentator said, “and the 
delight with which the Amer- 
ican press is publicizing the 
whole affair, serves as an excel- 
lent illustration of those morals 


which American political figures 
po dearly love to pontificate.” 


Cabinet Backs Action - 
Against ‘Truck Corps’ 


The Cabinet yesterday decided to deal severely with the 


‘Communists’ socalled “truck corps”—network of illegal com- 


mercial activities of the Japan Communist Party. 
The decision to punish Communists for such business irre- 
gularities and to prevent further growth of such crimes 


through strict vigilance was 
made immediately after the 
Cabinet was briefed by Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Kiichi Aichi 
on the current police probe into 
the nationwide “truck corps” 
network, 


Aichi called the attention of the 
Cabinet to signs that the Japa- 
nese Communists were infiltrat- 
ing small business circles 
through such illegal activities 
and siphoning funds into their 
party coffers. 


Meanwhile, Shigeichi Harano, 
former president of the Katsu- 
shika Gas Co., who was arrested 
Thursday reportedly told police 
later in the same day that he 
had lent 67 million yen to the 
Yodogawa Paper Manufacturing 
Co. of Osaka without any colla- 
teral. This Osaka firm was also 
headed by Harano, 


Continuing their investiga- 
tions on the basis of this infor- 
mation, Tokyo police yesterday 
arrested Sakae Tachibana, 42, 
president of the Kyoei Trading 
Co., of Ichikawa City, Chiba 
Prefecture. Tachibana was for- 
merly an executive of Katsu- 
shika Gas Co, 


His arrest brought the total 
of “truck corps” members 
nabbed so far to eight, inciud- 
ing two others caught in the 
Tokyo-Chiba area and five in 
the Osaka-Kobe area by Thurs- 
day. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese 
Communist Party at Yoyogi, 
Tokyo, made no comment on the 
so-called “truck corps” Thurs- 
day until evening when it was 
forced to issue a statement un- 
der pressure of public censure, 

The statement said that the 
police raids were intended to 
“disturb the party from with- 
in,” with the coming seventh 
party Congress scheduled in the 
near future, 


It admitted that the party 
had committed deviations in 
its policy toward medium and 
small enterprises in the past, 
but declared that the central 
committee endeavored to over- 
come and has now overcome 
these deviations after the sixth 
national conference. 


Metropolitan police, pointing 
out that the Communists had 
been claiming that they had 
nothing to do with the “truck 
corps,” said that the statement 
is an admission that the “truck 
corps” was an urderground 
organization of the Communist 
Party headquarters for fund col- 
lection,

Police Chief 
Sure Funds 
Went to Reds 


There is no longer the slight- 
est doubt that tremendous 
funds, swindled by the Commu- 
nist “truck corps” activists, 
have been funneled into the 
coffer of the Japan Communist 
Party, a high Metropolitan Po- 
lice official declared yesterday. 

Nobuyoshi Goto, chief of the 
ist Public Safety Section.of the 
Metropolitan Poiice Department, 
toki The Japan Times that thor- 
ough investigations would be 
made of party leaders suspect- 
ed of having received the 
money. 

The police officer in referring 
to Shigeichi Harano, 58, who 
was arrested Thursday as a key 
figure in the alleged Communist 
intrigue, said he was a leading 
fellow traveler, who could talk 


with party big shots on an 
equal footing. 


According to police informa- 
tion, Harano was active in the 
Chinese mainland as a merchant 
during the last war. He sup- 
plied a considerable amount of 
money and goods to Mao Tse- 
tung, who was in Yenan as head 
of the then still small Chinese 
Communist territory. 


Later, Harano was court mar- 
tialed for this by the Japanese 
army and fined ¥2,850,000. But 
he lost no time in paying up 
this fine, which works out at 
a staggering (¥300,000,000 in 
terms of the present money 
value. 

Police have information that 
Mao has offered to repay three 
times the amount he once re- 
ceived from Harano in his less 
happy days. 

Harano came back to Japan 
after the war, but police are 
still in the dark as to how and 
when he returned to Japan. 


Visiting correspondents have, 
in the past, been given two- 
month visas but there has 
never been such an influx as 
now contemplated. 

There has usually been at the 
most five Western visiting re 
porters in China at one time. 

If 24 Americans come at once 
they will almost outnumber the 
present foreign press corps, 
which is dominated by Commu- 
nist reporters. 

There are only four non-Com- 
munist correspondents resident 
in China, two Japanese, one 
French and one British. 


Hope for Release

Russia Resumes Tests 


In Siberia; Blast Said 
Of ‘Substantial Power’ 


LONDON (INS)—Russia has 
virtually rejected the new West- 
ern proposal for a two-year ban 
on nuclear weapons tests as 
part of a first step to disarma- 
ment, 

The Soviet Union’s official 
mouthpiece, Moscow Radio, said 
Thursday night that President 
Eisenhower's compromise meas- 
ures presented to the London 
disarmament talks “add noth- 
ing to the former unconstruc- 
tive attitude of the Western 
powers.” 


After the U.S., Britain, France 
and Canada presented the plan 
at Wednesday’s meeting, Soviet 
delegate Valerin A. Zorin was 
immediately cool to the idea but 
said he would study the plan. 

The broadcast said the two- 
year plan didn’t signify by any 
means a willingess to agree to 
halting tests “unconditionally,” 
something that the Russians are 
insisting upon.

Army Drops 


Charges in 
Bixler Case

The U.S. Army yesterday dis- 
missed all charges involving an 
illegal auto transaction against 
Josiah C. Bixler and ordered his 
immediate release from the 
army stockade at nearby Camp 
Drake. 

Bixler, 28, of Itasca, Ill., a 
former Department of the Army 
civilian working for the Japan 
Procurement Agency in Yoko- 
hama, has been held in cofine- 
ment in the stockade since May 
28 when military police arrest- 
ed him at Tokyo International 
Airport with a ticket to the 
U.S. in his possession. 

He was then charged by the 
army with “importing into 
Japan as a member of the U.S. 
Security Forces a motor vehicle 
not intended for his own use 
but rather for disposition to 
Japanese nationals in violation 
of current regulations.” Then he 
was put in the stockade. 

Bixler claimed he had been 
separated from his army job and 
therefore was under Japanese 
jurisdiction rather than military 
control. 

The army contended that he 
had never been separated from 
his Government job. They said 
he was carried on military pay- 
rolls as being “on leave but 
without pay status.” 

Bixler’s civilian attorney in 
Tokyo, Warren G. Shimeall, of 
Oklahoma City, Okla., last week 
accused the army of trying to 
“crucify” Bixler. He said the 
army was “trying to make a 
big example out of him” but 
that he personally thought Bix- 
ler would be released. 


Macmillan to Visit 
5 C’wealth Nations 


LONDON (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan announced Friday 
that he would visit five Com- 
monwealth countries—Australia, 
New Zealand, India, Pakistan 
and Ceylon—early next year.

Thursday's Soviet test appears 
to have been an H-bomb incor- 
porating large amounts of fission 
(A-bomb) energy along with 
fusion,

Egypt’s desire of acquiring 
such equipment was made

The Egyptian delegates, still 
remaining in Japan, recently 
visited the forum and outlined 
the wishes of Cairo authorities, 
including a request for permis- 
sion to study Japan’s atomic en- 
ergy development techniques. 

Egypt’s plan was to study the 
progress of Japan’s current ef- 
forts to develop atomic energy 
and to utilize isotopes, especial- 
ly in the medical field, and to

ment such as Geiger and scin- 
tillation counters for prospecting 
for uranium and other atomic 
fuel minerals.

Place for Prostitutes 


Nearing completion in Osaka 
is a private home for young 
prostitutes who want to start 
life anew. 


It will provide free lodging 
for unfortunate girls for two 
months, teach them professional 
skills (such as doll-making and 
operation of sewing machines) 
during that period, and send 
them out to the world rehabili- 
tated women, It will help them 
find jobs. 


The founder is a Christian 
woman who for 50 years from 
the age of 29 fought for the 
abolition of licensed prostitu- 
tion. Mrs. Katsue Kobashi, 82, 
is still active as Osaka director 
of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union and president of 
Hakuaisha (Benevolence, Inc.), 
a local welfare organ. 

Located at Oyodo Ward, the 
two-story home will have a capa- 
city of 25 to 30. The construc- 
tion cost is an estimated ¥2,500,- 
000, of which ¥1,100,000 will 
come from the founder’s income 
for the next three and a half 
years. The rest will be met by 
loans and contributions from 
WCTU members and the general 
public. 

Early in 1955 Mrs. Kobashi 
asked the Government for 4a 
grant of ¥4,000,000 for the con- 
struction of such a home on the 
same site. The Government de- 
clined. She made up her mind 
to build it largely on her own 
resources. Construction was be- 
gun in May this year. ° 

The new home is adjacent to 
the Women’s Home, opened in 
1952, for female vagrants, run- 
away girls, homeless women. It 
has a capacity of 30. In its five 
years it has given shelter to 
nearly 40,000. 


Enlist to Reduce 


The Fat Men’s Club in Sendai 
has hit upon a novel idea of re- 
ducing weight—to “enlist” in 
the Ground Self-Defense Force 
and take basic training.

90 were allegedly the first to

take away beauty from about 
a dozen young women. 

Miss Sakae Nakano, 21, of 
Hyogo Prefecture, and another 
girl have brought a suit before 
the Osaka District Prosecutors’ 
Office against Dr. Takeshi Ka- 
wabuchi, proprietor of a local 
beauty parlor, on a charge of 
“causing bodily injury through 
professional negligence.” 

In April last year Miss Naka- 
no received a surgical operation 
from Dr. Kawabuchi to remove 
freckles from her face. He ap- 
plied a piece of metal, about 
the size of a caramel, to the 
affected part. “This is stron- 
tium,” he explained to her. 

Soon after the operation, the 
girl’s face festered all over. 
She consulted an Osaka medical 
university hospital, which 
diagnosed the case as one of 
dermatitis caused by isotope. 
Later 61 white spots broke out 
on her face. The Hiroshima 
Memorial Hospital pronounced 
them irremovable. 

Miss Nakano in her suit lists 
the names of nine other alleg- 
ed victims. 

The surgeon, who holds a 
doctorate from Kyoto Univer- 
sity, claims he obtained stron- 
tium through authorized sources 
and by permission of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 

He also claims he used 
strontium after studying 
“clinical precedents cited in for- 
eign literature.” 

Meanwhile, a law for control 
of the use of _ radioactive 
materials has been passed by 
the Diet but it will not be put 
into effect until next April. 


Typhoon Tirade

Union Warned

We received many inquiries 
through the mail and in our 
hospital regarding the question 
of “heartworm” or as it is 
known more accurately, fil- 
ariases in dogs. In this column 
I will try to clear up some of 
the questions which may be in 
your minds as well as eliminate 
some of the fallacies which 
may now exist in regard to 
this disease. 

Filariases is a parasitic “dis- 
ease affecting the circulatory 
system. Since this discussion 
deals only with pet animals we 
will qualify this discussion to 
the disease as it occurs in dogs. 
It occurs in cats, horses, camels, 
cattle, and in humans. Each 


of these types are specific in/|° 


their hosts, i.e., the filaria that 
affects dogs does not affect 
humans and that which affects 
humans does not affect camels 
and so forth. 

Worm in heart is a dis- 
ease caused by a species of 
blood filaria known as Diro- 
filaria immitis in which the 
adult worm lives in the heart 
and the large blood vessels on 
the right side of the heart and 
arteries of the lungs, while the 


larvae or immature form 
known as mirofilariae travel 
in the blood. 


The life history and habits 
of the filaria are remarkable 
even for an animal parasite. 
Probably the most remarkable 
part of the life cycle of this 
nematode is that it must have 
an insect vector or carrier in 
order for the disease to be 
transmitted from one animal to 
another. 

The adult worms as mention- 
ed above live in the heart and 
large blood vessels of the lungs 
where the female, ‘through con- 
tact with the male is able to 
spew forth many immature 
forms of the adult worm into 
the circulating blood. The infect- 
ed animal is bitten usually by a 
mosquito but sometimes by 
other blood sucking parasites 
such as flies, gnats and fleas. 

The larvae are then contained 
within the bodies of these blood 
sucking insects and they make 
their way into the digestive 
tract where they develop fur- 
ther. 

On the llth or 12th day of 
their sojourn in the insect they 
make their way into the probo- 
scis or blood sucking portion of 
the insect host where they re 
main until their host, in suck- 
ing. allows them to escape to 
their final host, in this case, the 


g. 
They then bore their way into 
the skin and are carried away 
in the lymph or blood stream 
and reach the heart and great 
vessels, In 8% to nine months the 
parasites reach sexual maturity, 
copulation takes place, and liv- 
ing embryos are produced. The 
adult filaria live fér several 
years. (To be continued)

Dollar Shortage Due 
To Aid Cut: Ichimada 


SHIZUOKA (Kyodo)—Finance 
Minister Hisato Ichimada said 
vesterday he will make an 
appeal in connection with the 
dollar shortage prevailing in the 
free nations and will ask the 
U.S. to revise its policy of re- 
ducing foreign aid at the coming 
plenary session of IMF and the 
World Bank. 

Ichimada, who is in Shizuoka 
Prefecture to attend an econom- 
ic meeting of the local chapter 
of the Government Party, said 
the dollar shortage was one of 
the most serious threats facing 
the Free World. 

The situation can be aseribed, 
the Finance Minister said, prim- 
arily to the U.S. cutback of its 
foreign aid which caused severe 
export competition among ail 
nations,

According to an estimate of 
the amount of -deferred invest- 
ments recently completed by 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry, 20,729 mil- 
lion yen out of the total esti- 
mated investments of 126,767 
million yen will be postponed 
to the next fiscal year. 

The estimate was explained 
to the Japan Bankers Associa- 
tion yesterday when ministry 
officials asked bankers to secure 
supply of the balance of invest- 
ments totaling 106,038 million 
yen to be loaned to the steel 
industry. 

The bankers replied that they 
would do their best but could 
not promise anything because 
new deposits made during the 
first quarter of the current fis- 
cal year were less than 10 per 
cent of those for the correspond- 
ing period of the previous fiscal 
year.

58 Textile Quota Talks 


With U.S. Seen in Nov. 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Japanese sources 


said Thursday 


Japan hopes to begin talks with the United States on next year’s 
textile quotas sometime in November. 

The Japanese had hoped to initiate the talks earlier, but they 
are waiting for further statistics on how the quotas worked this 


year before they initiated the 
talks. 

They ‘hope that the results 
achieved with the so-called 
voluntary quotas this year will 
prove satisfactory to both sides 
so that no profound negotiations 
will have to be entered into. 


At any rate the Japanese hope 
that the United States will not 
press for any more serious res- 
trictions on imports of Japanese 
textiles. 


The sources also said that the 
Japanese Government is prepar- 
ing to ask the United States for 
further amounts of agricultural 
surpluses under terms of Pub- 
lic Law 480. The Japanese*have 
made two purchases under the 
program, one for 100 million 
dollars and another for 80 mil- 
lion dollars. 

The third purchase will prob- 
ably be much smaller. It will 
consist primarily of wheat. It 
will be much smaller than the 
two earlier purchases because 
the Japanese agricultural situa- 
tion is much better now and 
the availability of Public Law 
480 funds is limited by the great 
number of requests from other 
nations. 

These two topics may come 
up for discussion next month 
when Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama pays a visit to Wash- 
ington. The Foreign Minister 
is scheduled to see Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles for two 
hours and he will also see Com- 
merce Secretary Sinclair Weeks. 

Officials here still have no idea 
what the main topics of con- 
versation between Dulles and 
Fujiyama will be although the 
length of the conference set up 
for Sept. 23 would indicate that 
they will discuss substantial 
questions. 

The Foreign Minister, for ex- 
ample, may discuss the matter 
of trade with Red China, Fol- 
lowing the lead of west Euro- 
pean countries, the Japanese 
have loosened restrictions on 
trade with Red China on non- 
strategic materials, 

The two officials will also un- 
doubtedly discuss the closing 
by Soviet Russia of Peter 
the Great Bay. Both countries 
after consultations with each 
other protested the action of 
the Soviets. 

They may als6 discuss the re- 
turn of Japanese assets seized 
by the United States during 
World War II. It is understood 
that the Administration is 
working on a plan for the re- 
turn of the assets that will be 
presented to Congress next 
year. 

Japanese naturally expected 
to obtain as favorable terms as 
those obtained by West Ger- 
many in regaining its assets. 


P.L. Minister Inks

British Take 
Steps to Hike 
China Trade 


LONDON (INS) —British 
trade circles took concrete steps 
Thursday to expand trade with 
Communist China for the first 
time since relaxation of the 
trade embargo against the Peip- 
ing Government. 

The Sino-British Trade Com- 
mittee which represents vir- 
tually all British industry has 
announced that the advance 
party of a Chinese technical 
trade mission is expected in 
London are textile experts. 

The main party from Peiping, 
comprising 12 to 15 ex- 
perts will arrive about mid- 
September. 

The purpose of inviting the 
Chinese mission is to let the 
members of the mission see for 
themselves precisely what Brit- 
ish industry has to offer.

The Chinese have indicated 
that they are particularly in- 
terested in the following indus- 
tries: 

Iron and steel, including steel 
refining and rolling, shipbuilding 
and marine engineering, ele-tri- 
cal engineering, including 
manufacture of electronic equip- 
ment, radio tele-communications 
equipment, motor industry, agri- 
cultural machinery, industrial 
heavy chemicals, precision and 
other instruments, heavy machi- 
nery, including machine tools 
and furnaces, mining equipment 
and textiles machinery of all 
kinds. 

After touring British factories, 
the Chintse mission will confer 
with the Sino-British Trade Com- 
mittee on the trade issue. 


Red China Farm 
Mission Coming 


HONGKONG (Kyodo)—A 25- 
member Communist Chinese 
agricultural mission, headed by 
Wang Chen, minister of Agri- 
cultural Development, will visit 
Japan at the end of September.

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Japan Exports Depend 


On Lenient U.S. Policy 


By MITSURU YAMAMOTO 


(Continued From Wednesday) 

In the three-year period from 
1954 to 1956 Japan’s export to 
the U.S. was doubled thanks to 
the continuing prosperity of 
American economy, on the one 
hand, and to the liberal customs 
policy pursued by that country 
during the same period. Japan 
exported to the U.S. market 
543 million dollars worth of 
goods and services in the last 
fiscal year—twice as much as in 
1954 


One outstanding fact about 
postwar exports to the US. is 
that a remarkable change took 
place in its composition. In 
prewar days raw silk was the 
most important single item in 
Japanese exports to the US., 
but it has been completely re 
placed in the postwar period by 
such commodities as_ textiles, 
manufactured goods, sundries 
and foodstuffs. 

These goods, mostly con- 
sumer goods, are characteris- 
tically the products of small 
and medium-sized industries in 
Japan, Thus, Japan’s export be- 
came a serious menace to the 
similar US. industries. 

Japanese manufacturers of 
these commodities are so de- 
pendent on export to the 
U.S. because they have no other 
adequate market overseas. The 
domestic market for these com- 
modities is very limited. 


Japanese observers are in 
agreement that these factors 
have constituted the core of the 
present difficulties besetting 
Japan-American trade. 


Japan’s export to the U.S. ac- 
counted for only 4.4 per cent of 
the total imports of the USS. 
last year, Certain consumer 
goods, imported from Japan, 
however, occupied a predomi- 
nant portion of U.S imports 
of these particular commodities. 

Some Japanese export commo- 
dities have shown such a large 
increase in the recent few years 
that restrictive measures have 
been imposed on some of them 
by the U.S. Government, 


Attempts are being made in 
the U.S. to curtail imports from 
Japan in certain commodity 
lines by applying a higher cus- 
toms rate invoking the escape 
clause in Article 7 of the ex- 
tended Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ment. 

The other method of restric- 
tion is by the enactment of 
special legislation against im- 
porting a particularly offending 
item. 

The escape clause of the reci- 
procal trade agreement has been 
invoked on the import of silk 
scarves, plywoods, velveteen, 
wool-knit gloves, cotton blous- 
es, cotton pillow covers, ging- 
ham and paper hats. 

With respect to three com- 
modities including silk scarves, 
the Congressional customs com- 
mittee recommended to the 
President the application of 
higher import duties. Japanese 
exporters and manufacturers of 
these commodities were much 
relieved when the President 
turned down the recommenda- 
tion. 

Now the customs committee 
is deliberating whether the im- 
port of three commodities, 
metal flatwares, umbrella steel 
frames, clinical thermometers, 
from Japan should be restrict- 
ed. Public hearings have al- 
ready been held with respect to 
the first two items in July and 
another hearing is scheduled to 
be held on the last commodity 
in September. 

Active campaigns are being 
conducted also to bear pressure 
upon the import of Japanese 
commodities through legislative 
measures. Several import re- 
striction bills are pending be- 
fore the 85th Congress. Among 
them are, first, the Lanham Bill 
which provides for a system of 
an automatic raise in custom 
rate to be determined by the 
proportion of the import volume 
to the domestic production of 
a commodity. Second, there is 
the Export-Import Control Bill 
designed to extend the present 
control on exports to imports. 

There are also bills to limit 
the U.S. total import of ply- 
woods to the maximum of 15 
per cent of the U.S. domestic

Orders From Itself 


NEW YORK (AP)—A new 
machine—one that takes or- 
ders from itself—was announc- 
ed Thursday by International 
Business Machines Corp. 

The new device is used to 
fasten resistors, capacitors, 
diodes and the like onto printed 
circuit panels before the panels 
are inserted into computers and 
other electronic equipment. 

When a change in the layout 
of a panel is needed, the old 
manual resetting job is elimi- 
nated. Instead, the machine 
gets instructions from IBM 
cards and then automatically 
resets itself for the new assign- 
ment. -

Japan Seeks 
Plane Export 


NEW YORK (AP)—Japan’s 
aircraft industry is growing s0 
fast that it now is making plans 
to export planes, the Journal of 
Commerce said Thursday. 


The business newspaper says 
a five-year production program 
for meduim size transport air- 
craft, to cost about $7,500,000, 
and sponsored by the Japanese 
Government, is getting started. 

The Japanese program, the 
publication adds, will run from 
1957 to 1962, and is designed to 
make aircraft of Japanese made 
parts and accessories, with the 
exception of the engines. 


Mass production of the air- 
craft is expected to start in 
1962. 

According to the journal, the 
Japanese aircraft will be design- 
ed similar to the Fokker Friend- 
ship and Viscount 800 or 700, 
will be powered by Rolls-Royce 
Dart T-55 turbojet engines, will 
carry 50 to 60 passengers and 
about 1,000 pounds of cargo, and 
have a cruising range between 
1,000 and 2,000 miles. : 

The publication notes that a 
survey mission, headed by Taizo 
Shoda, vice president of the 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries 
and director general of the 
Society of Japanese Aircraft 
Constructors, recently visited 
Europe, the United Kingdom 
and the United States to make 
studies of the medium size 
transport aircraft, 


Production of transportation 
equipment of all types is be- 
coming a Japanese specialty, 
the publication says, It notes 
that Japan became the world’s 
top shipbuilder last year, and 
this year is increasing produc- 
tion of rolling stock, rail 
equipment, trucks, buses and 
automobiles. The new program 
is expected to add more planes 
to the picture. 


“Japan, a nation always faced 
with marketing problems, faces 
no such problem in respect to 
the medium-sized transport air- 
craft, experts say. Domestic air- 
lines, notably Japan Air Lines, 
will require an estimated 40 
to 50 new planes within the 
next 10-year period. And also, 
the Defense Agency in five years 
will require some 30 new trans- 
ports capable of replacing the 
C46s now in use. 


“Moreover, foreign demand for 
these aircraft will be brisk, it is 
felt, with Japanese preducers 
aiming for the _ replacment 
demand for DC3 type planes, 
now that the workhorse of the 
air is being so swiftly replaced 
by newer types of short and 
intermediate range aircraft.”

HONGKONG (AP)—A _ Japa- 
nese-made three-wheeled truck 
capable of carrying a ton load 
has appeared on the Hongkong 
market and its success may be 
the answer to this’ British 
Crown Colony’s overcrowded 
roads. 


The single sample _ vehicle, 
powered by a motorcycle engine, 
has been licensed by traffic au- 
thorities after a rigid inspec- 
tion.

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Red China’ 


s New Ban 


Communist China’s new “tough” policy toward Japan— 
as revealed in recent statements by Red Chinese sources— 
took afiother twist when Radio Peiping suddenly and 
unilaterally announced the sealing off of a further area 
along the southeastern coastal waters to dragnet fishing, 
while “freezing” an adjacent area from the present re- 


Strictions. 


Although the two moves are probably unrelated, the 
Red Chinese move coming on the heels of the arbitrary 
Soviet decision to close Peter the Great Bay to foreign 
shipping has dealt another blow at the Japanese fishing 


industry. 


Put together with the Rhee Line and the Buiganin 
Line, the recent developments have considerably lessened 
the area of operation permitted the Japanese fishermen. 
Japan, which depends heavily upon marine resources for 
her very livelihood, is facing the fearful prospects of a 


shrinking open sea. 


The area which was newly closed off and that which 
was opened up by the Red Chinese did constitute, to be 
sure, waters declared off limits to all fishing because of 
the existence of the state of war between the Peiping 


regime and the Nationalist Government. 


This agreement 


was reached between the Communist Chinese Fishing As- 
sociation and the non-official Japan-China Fishery Council 
in Japan at their: meéting in 1955. 
_ But this does not in any way alter the main issue— 
which is that the Red Chinese have unilaterally blocked 
off a portion of the open sea and placed it under their 
sole control. We have no argument with the inter- 
nationally recognized three-mile limit as territorial waters. 
The new Peiping line, however, extends 40 miles off the 
China mainland and undoubtedly eats into the open seas. 
At the same time, we take a dim view of Red China’s 
apparent feeling that it can “free” any portion of the sea 


it so desires. 


_ We do not want to believe that the latest Peiping 
action was politically motivated. But it cannot be helped 
if that impression is gained, especially since it follows the 
officially inspired series of Red Chinese attacks against the 
Japanese Government, the difficulties faced in arranging 
for the setting up of a Peiping trade fair in Japan, and 
the Japanese policy against recognizing Red China among 


other things. 


The Red Chinese while recently blasting away at the 


Kishi Administration have repeatedly assured their !eftist 
friends in Japan that they desire friendship with the Japa- 


nese 


We hope that the Peiping regime is not acting from 


petty spite and from the desire to pressure Japan into 


bowing before its will. We 


can assure the Communist 


‘Chinese that if that is the case, they will find sturdy resist- 
ance from the Japanese people. 
We would prefer to believe that the Peiping move was 


based on the desire to give 
from Japanese competition 


protection to its fishermen 
and to safeguard fishery 


resources in the area which wassclosed off. 

But if that was the motivation, an arbitrary action 
of the sort taken by the Communist Chinese runs counter 
to legitimate international practices. And surely the closure 
of fishing areas is not the answer. , 

Even if we grant that the Communist Chinese have the 
right to decide whether or not they want to protect their 
fishermen from competition, it does not explain away their 
Sealing off of the high seas—an act which is contrary to 
international law. One solution might“be to regulate com- 


petitive activities within determined areas. 


But this 


presupposes bilateral or multilateral agreement among the 


nations concerned. 


The same thing can be said about the preservation of 
fishery resources on the high seas. As a nation which must 
depend upon the sea to furnish a goodly portion of its 


food requirements, Japan is 


second to no nation in the 


desire to insure an adequate and continuing supply of 
marine products. We realize that the preservation of fish- 
ery resources deserves high priority. 

But to put this into effect, it is essential that a joint 
survey be carried out so that practical measures can be 
instituted. The laying down of a flat ban on fishing— 
unilaterally by the Peiping regime in this instance—is not 
a solution to the problem of safeguarding fishery resources. 


It might then be argued that such procedures are im- 


possible because Japan has 


not recognized Communist 


China. But since Sino-Japanese talks have been going on 
for some time at a nongovernmental level, the matter of 
recognition should not necessarily prove to be an impossible 


obstacle. 


If the Red Chinese “carrot and stick” policy is intend- 
ed to pressure Japan into agreeing to recognize the Peiping 


regime, the difficulties in the 
tion can be clearly seen.

Compromise Plan 


It was, in short, to establish 
an ordinary corporation by the 
joint investment of a govern- 
ment corporation and the pri- 
vate industries concerned. The 
former is to be the Power 
Sources Development Corpora- 
tion (PSDC), and the latter the 


- nine electric power companies 


and principal manufacturers of 
electrical appliances, 


Drawn up after weeks of ar- 
guments and counterarguments 
by the parties involved, the AEC 
plan represents a compromise 
between two principal rivals: 
the PSDC and the private firms. 
Also this may be said to be a 
compromise etween the two 
basic concepts in economics: 
9 gems control and laissez- 
faire. 


During the month of June, it 
is recalled, the nine power com- 

“nies had disclosed their own 
plan to form a new company to 
handle nuclear power develop- 
ment to meet the rapidly in- 
creasing demand for electricity. 


They were challenged by 
their jealous rival, the PSDC. 
Charged with the responsibility 
of building hydroelectric power 
plants, the government corpora- 
tion, it appeared, was now try- 
ing to seek a new horizon, after 
having practically exhausted all 
possible sources for tapping 
power from Japan’s rivers, It 
claimed a finger in the new pie, 
and the claim largely based on 
the relatively affluent supply 
of government funds the PSDC 
had access to. 


' Power Firms’ Stand 


The nine power firms, on the 
other hand, took the position 
that the industrialization of 
nuclear power meant merely 
another method of generating 
electricity. They should be the 
natural and sole agents for 
managing it, they maintained, 
For this assertion, the power 
firms had plenty of numerical 
and other data, with which they 
asserted the new industry was 
now a commercially feasible 
one, 

Of course, there is one “weak-: 
ness” the private firms have, 
That is, even they cannot finance 
the new undertaking éntirely 
without government assistance. 
What they can’t raise from pri- 
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toward Communist China has 
caused the present slump. It 
hoped that the Government 
would promptly solve the prob- 
lem of fingerprinting members 
of Communist China’s trade 
mission which has stood so far 
in the way of conclusion of the 
fourth agreement, 


Yomiuri Shimbun in its com- 
ment on the full-fledged enforce- 
ment of the Antiprostitution 
Law, slated for next year, en- 
dorsed the contemplated plan to 
guide prostitutes and rehabil- 
itate them. According to the 
plan, prostitutes will be accom- 
modated in correction houses 
for a specific period of time and 
taught a trade, the paper said. 
However, it is problematical 
whether the plan would prove 
feasible. As necessary expendi- 
ture, the Government plans to 
appropriate 900 million yen in 
the next fiscal year’s budget. It 
is doubtful whether a meager 
900 million yen will be sufficient 
for the purpose. How to wi 
out other prostitutes will also 
be a problem: to solve, the paper 
said. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) ask- 
ed the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry to take 
steps to prevent speculative im- 
ports. Quoting a recent an- 
nouncement by the ministry, 
the paper said that as of the 
end of June, the stockpiles of 
imported raw materials amount- 
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ed to 490 million dollars. The 
paper also said that in the Janu- 
ary-to-June period the stockpiles 
were estimated to have increas- 
ed by 142 million dollars. The 
paper added that the stockpiles 
as of the end of June this year 
had increased greatly compared 
to the like period of last year. 
Hence, the paper said, it is sure 
that there had been a good deal 
of speculative imports. The 
paper hoped that the ministry 
would restudy the foreign ex- 
change control system in an 
effort to prevent such imports.

Therefore, the Government 
should be prepared to maintain 
the present exchange rate. Any 
speculation on a change in the 
exchange rate wou'd only serve 
to destroy economic stability,

vate sources, they must seek 
from government funds, Also, 
in order to borrow money from 
Britain, as they hope to, as a 
condition for purchasing a re- 
actor or two from that country, 
guarantee by the Japanese Goy- 
ernment would be necessary. 


Kono’s Views 


Even so, the private con- 
cerns only tentatively accepted 
the Shoriki proposal. The ques- 
tion yet to be answered is how 
much capital representation the 
PSDC should have. If it were 
to be more than 50 per cent, the 
planned firm would be predo- 
minantly government in nature, 
which the power firms are in- 
clined to rejett, 


Immediately after the disclo- 
sure of the AEC program, the 
other strong man entered the 
scene. 


Ichiro Kono, director of the 
Economic Planning Agency, told 
the press he was against Sho- 
riki’s idea. He had his own 
formula, he said, which favor- 
ed the creation of a “special cor- 
poration,” a government body 
to handle nuclear power deve 
lopment for industrial uses. 


Paraphrasing his _ position, 
Kono said that the new industry 
should not be made a monopoly 
because of its “public nature.” 
It should be placed under gov- 
ernment control, not in private 
hands, he argued. 


Kono did not quite feel safe 
in entrusting the industry to 
private power firms because nu- 
clear power generation still 
doesn’t pay for itself, 


He objected to the AEC plan 
on another ground as well. 
“Let’s go easy,” he said. “There 
is no hurry about starting atom- 
ic power generation.” 


His line of thinking was this: 
even though we placed an order 
for a reactor, its delivery would 
be from five to six years from 
now. In the meantime, better, 
more economical models may 
be developed. And it would be 
more desirable to purchase one 
of them. 


Pian Opposed 

Later, Kono submitted a 
statement of his view on the 
matter entitling it as “Doubts 
about the Introduction of 
Practical Power Reactor,” to 
other leaders of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party. 


The nine power companies 
understandably fumed. A meet- 
of the presidents, following 
Kono’s statement to the press, 
agreed to reject the Kono plan. 
They, moreover, resolved that 
they should refuse participa- 
tion if a government firm were 
to be established as Kono pro- 
posed. 

They also made a_ strong 
representation to AEC Chair- 
man Shoriki urging him to go 
ahead with his plan for an 
early commencement of gen- 
eration power with uranium, 


To them, the opposition by 
Kono was an enigma. Why 
did he, a leader in a conserva- 
tive political party, not a 
Socialist party, speak up like 
a believer in controlled econ- 
omy? 

Speculation was rife as to his 
motivation. Some believed the 
former Agriculture - Forestry 
Minister, who has a formidable 
influence on the industries un- 
der the A-and-F Ministry (i.e, 
agriculture, forestry, and fishe- 
ry), now wants to build a bridge- 
head for sway in the power in. 


dustry as well. 

Some others viewed the Kono 
bombshell as being very much 
in character. “He has become 
so big-headed that he thinks he 
can have everything his own 
way,” a source in the power 
industry commented recently. 

The industry as a whole felt 
that Kono’s opposition to their 
own idea of how the new 
power firm should be was with- 
out rational basis. For one 
thing, contrary to  Kono’s 
anxiety, the industry was con- 
fident that the new venture 
would pay for itself. 

Above all, the private firms 
are loath to government inter- 
ference. “For this kind of 


Kono 


undertaking, we need the un- 
hampered creativity and the 
initiative of private enterprise. 
Government - management is 
hardly capable of smooth man- 
agement and great efficiency,” 
a spokesman for the industry 
observed last week. 


The power firms are not op- 
posed to necessary restrictions 
by law, just as they are today 
applied to their hydro-andher- 
mal power generation. 

Their primary concern is the 
pressing need for more power 
supply. Without a new source 
of energy, Japan in the near 
future will be deprived of an 


adequate supply of _ electric 
power. From this standpoint, 
Kono’s “let’s-take-time” policy 


was out of the question, they 
maintained. 


Reach Understanding 


But somewhat surprisingly, ac- 
cord was reached between the 
two last week on the following 
terms: (1) the firm is to be a 
private corporation; (2) it may 
be subjected to legal measures 
(for restriction) in the future 
whenever the government deems 
them necessary; (3) appointment 
of directors of the firm are to 
be approved by the Government; 
and (4) the capital of the firm 
is to be apportioned between 
government and private sources 
at the rate of 30 and 70 per 
cent, 

On the surface, the agreement 
appears to be in favor of the 
Shoriki plan because the new 
firm is to be private. 

Kono, however, is no one to 
take it lying down. While the 
Government as a shareholder 
may have only a’minority vote, 
it retains a say on the choice 
of key personnel for the firm. 
Likewise, it may in the future 
place legal restrictions on the 
company as provided by the 
terms of the agreement. 

Thus, Strongman Kono may 
be said to have succeeded in 
establishing a bridgehead for 
considerable personal influence 
in still another field—the electric 
power industry, 


Passing of Jules Menken 


Word has been received of the 
death of Jules Menken in Eng: 
land at the end of July. 


A writer on world affairs who 
specialized on defense _ prob- 
lems and Communist strategy, 
Menken contributed to many 
leading United Kingdom na- 
tional newspapers and reviews, 


including The Times, The 
Daily Telegraph and The 
Manchester Guardian. His 


articles were also reproduced 
in The Japan Times from time 
to time. 


Born in 1899 in New York, 
Menken was an American by 
birth and British by naturaliza- 
tion. He held degrees from 
Columbia and Cambridge Uni- 
versities. 

Here is what James Mona- 
han writes in The Times of Aug. 
1: 


“Jules Menken is a great loss 
to his many friends in the 
European services of the B.B.C. 
We first knew him during the 
war when he worked as a 
member of the news staff; and 
the friendship grew in the 
postwar years during which, 
as a distinguished commenta- 
tor, he contributed many valu- 
able talks, mostly on matters 
of higher strategy, to the 
broadcasts to Europe. He was 
deeply respected among his 
friends at Bush House for his 
erudition, his intellectual hon- 
esty and his  voracity for 
work; there was great affec- 
tion for him on account of his 
kindness and his profound 
humanity. 

“We have many fond mem- 
ories of him—for instance, of 
his passion for factual ac- 
curacy when he worked on 
news for the broadcasts to 
Germany during the war. I 
have a remembered image of 
him standing before the big 
wall map in the news room, 
sliderule in hand, trying to 
give the most exact account of 
the Soviet Military communique 
to the German audience in 


half an hour’s time. 

“For the same reason he 
learnt Russian in order to 
study the original documents, 
We remember too that, during 
the closing months of the war, 
he was one of the first to 
realize the new danger to 
Europe and to warn his col- 
leagues of it, urging them to 
read Stalin’s Short History of 
the Communist Party to see 
what he was about. 

“It was this mixture of devo- 
tion to fact and a deep 
religious conviction about the 
struggle between good and evil 
which made his special con- 
tribution to the war of ideas. 
He felt very deeply the human 
suffering involved: during the 
Hungarian rising he was daily 
on the telephone to the Hun- 
garian service.” 
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“You've got to go back down 
immediately, son, or you'll lose 
your nerve.”

Billboards vs Tourism 
To the Editor: 

Japan is to be congratulated 
upon its phenomenal increase 
in tourism. This has been 
largely accredited to effective 
publicity activities by travel 
agencies and carriers. Might 
I add that possibly the most 
effective means of advertising 
in any field is the testimony of 
a satisfied customer—many of 
whom have left these shores, 

Japanese has everything to 
offer the tourist—culture, living, 
ancient history, masterpieces in 
art and architecture, exquisite 
gardens, excellent transporta- 
tion, the services of a kindly, 
courteous people who will go 
far out of their way to help 
the foreign visitor and superb 
natural scenery, 

From the air, Tokyo, with its 
streets lined with shade trees, 
its large and small gardens, its 
many ‘beautiful parks, green 
belt and adjacent recreational 
areas resembles a_ desirable 
suburban community rather 
than a concrete desert, so 
typical of most __ industrial 
centers. In Japan _ reforesta- 
tion and the conservation of 
soil and water has been in 
vogue for’ centuries. Tho 
magical pattern of rice paddies, 
small farms, quaint houses (to 
foreigners) coastal and moun- 
tain scenery are intriguing. Ap- 
parently the Japanese are truly 
lovers Of natural beauty, (The 
litter left in parks is generally 
soon removed.) Therefore it is 
difficult to understand how they 
have permitted the desecration 
of the countryside by billboards 
—sour notes in an otherwise 
beautiful symphony. 

Most tourists travel Japan’s 
scenic and historical route— 
Tokyo to Osaka, Kobe and points 
on the Iniand Sea, via excellent 
train service. Nikko is also 


visited. It is distressing to 
witness the ever increasing 
blemishes on the landscapes 


along these routes, particularly 
in the scenic Atami (Japanese 
Riviera) and cultural Kyoto 
areas—literally littered with 
billboards. One glaring offense 
was observed on an otherwise 
beautiful isle in the Inland Sea 
near picturesque Onimichi. The 
highway west of Okayama is 
lined with billboards, obstruct- 
ing the view of fascinating rice 
paddies, small farms, irrigation 
ditches, houses and people. 

Outdoor advertising has long 
been a controversial issue. In 
areas where sufficient pressure 
has ben exerted, it has been 
banned or restricted to the pre- 
mises on which the produce ad- 
vertised is actually sold. Visit- 
ors to Mexico were, and I pre- 
sume are still, requested to re- 
frain from patronizing those 
firms who desecrated the Pan 
American Highway with bill- 
boards. Through the concerted 
efforts of the women of Hawaii 
they were eliminated there some 
30 years ago and, I believe there 
are still no billboards to mar 
the scenery of this tourist’s 
paradise. 

Billboards might also be con- 
sidered from an economic stand- 
point. They utilize vast quan- 
tities of material which might 
well be utilized for more worth- 
while purposes and _. brains 
which, if diverted to that field 
might do much toward solving 
the economic problems of the 
world. Finally did anyone ever 
purchase a product solely be- 
cause he had seen it advertised 
on a billboard?

A Peace Lover Confesses 


After Conference Against A-Bombs

Dr. Homer A. Jack is a Unitarian 
clergyman from Evanéston, Illinois.

He is author of 
anthologies on Mahatma Gandhi and 
Albert Schweitzer, A religious jour- 
nalist, Dr. Jack writes regularly for 
“Th: Christian Century” (Chicago), 
“Peace News” (London), and “The 
Hindustan Times” (New Delhi).—Ed. 


As an American attending the 
third World Conference Against 
A- and H-Bombs and for Dis- 
armament, I have been asked 
to give my impressions of this 
recent event. I gladly do so, 
although the conference has just 
ended and my initial conclusions 
do not have the healing perspec- 
tive of time. 


I have two chief impressions 
of the conference, First is my 
personal knowledge now of the 
deep hurt of most of the Japa- 
nese people for being the chief 
victims of the nuclear age. I 
knew this intellectually before 
ever coming to Japan; but now 
I have acquired this knowledge 
emotionally, even before I jour- 
ney in a few days to Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 


Secondly, I take away from the 
conference the conviction that 
individuals from different na- 
tions, religions, languages and 
ideologies can somehow reach 
a minimum of agreement on the 
most important issue of our 
time: the ending of war. 


While I have learned, the hard 
way, that it is useless in Amer- 
ica to try to work organization- 
ally with Communists, I felt 
that one must risk working with 
Communists on the international 
levej if there is at least an even 
chance to influence final deci- 
sions. (I never got involved 
with the World Peace Council 
because I knew it was complete- 
ly dominated). Thus I realized 
the dangers of attending the 
Tokyo conference: that the 
sponsors desperately wanted 
American participation, that I 
would be “used,” etc, 


One-Sided 


But I modestly felt that per- 
haps I could make a potentially 
important conference actually 
more responsible than it other- 
wise would have been. Needless 
to sav, I came as a private citi- 
zen without asking or receiving 
permission from the U.S Gov- 
ernment. 

My initial political impression 
was one of disappointment. Il 
found that, by default, the To- 
kyo conference was more one- 
sided than I had even feared. 
After the first two days, I re- 
peatedly asked myself, “What 
am I doing here?” I almost 
decided to give up, as I watched 
myself being politically seduced 
—put on important committees, 
etc.—as only those who have 
been violated can testify. 


However, I did not give up, 
although I initially found it diffi- 
cult to spot any friendly ideo- 
logical accomplices except one 
old friend from Europe. I still 
felt that I had to put first things 
first—and that was to stop atom- 
ic tests and war, not to pursue 
my personal battle against com- 
munism and Communist in- 
trigue in liberal efforts. 

Early in the conference I had 
occasion to make my declara- 
tion of independence when, in a 
public address, I indicated that 
none of the responsible Amer- 
ican organizations working for 
peace are tied to the World 
Peace Council which recently 
met in Ceylon. This immediate- 
ly separated ideological friends 
from foes, and some of the de- 
legates in Tokyo had earlier at- 
tended the Ceylon meetings. 


Communist Bias 


Other than this speech, I tried 
not to be divisive. When a new 
steering committee was appoint- 
ed after the first half of the con- 
ference, I was not reappointed. 
The other two American delega- 
tes were apparently considered 
“more reasonable.” 

The round of commissions, 
committees, receptions and taxi 
rides seemed to be endless. I 
would go to bed at midnight and 
arise at five in the morning to 
write out a speech. Late one 
evening I received a routine 
packet of materials from the 
secretariat and found one long 
document (prepared for the 
next day’s commission meet- 
ings) which had a strong Com- 
munist bias. 

I arose at 5 a.m. and wrote a 
long reply to this document, in- 
dicating a few of’ the many poli- 
tical untruths. Because of my 
protests, the Steering Committee 
later agreed to call this back- 
ground document “unofficial,” 
although by then it was widely 
distributed especially in Japa- 
nese. Later my answer was Cir- 
culated by the secretariat, at 
least in English. 

My point all along was not 
that I insisted on justification of 
present American foreign policy. 
1 myself am critical of it. But 
I did not want conference docu- 
ments to reflect straight Soviet 
policy any more than American 
policy. I wanted human docu- 
ments, not nationalistic ones, 


Language Barriers 


The climatic negotiations 
came when the. Drafting Com- 
mittee was appointed on the last 
evening of the conference, be- 
ing given the task of preparing 
the Tokyo declaration and two 
associated documents. Why lI 
was placed on this select Draft- 
ing Committee I shall probably 
never know. My American col- 
leagues on more than one occa- 
sio.. indicated that I did not “re- 
present” them, but somehow I 
was put on this committee, prob- 
ably in a desperate attempt to 


prevent a possible walkout by 
one American. 

Our Drafting Committee began 
meeting at 8:30 p.m. and was in 
almost continuous session until 
7:30 the next morning. There 
were serious ‘*nguage barriers. 
The principal languages were 
Japanese and English, although 
Russian, Chinese, French, and 
German were repeatedly used, 
There were more important 
strategic and ideological bar- 
riers. These were tough nego- 
tiations, but tempers were us- 
ually kept in check. 

Once the Chinese celegate ac- 
cused me of “being a Dulles,” 
meaning that I was just there 
to delay the procedures, because 
everybody seemed satisfied ex- 
cept myself. I was once accus- 
ed by a Russian delegate of 
“being more of a diplomat than 
a peace lover.” I turned the 
other cheek, but otherwise stood 
my ground with agonizing firm- 
ness, 


Document Issued 


Let it be recorded that, in this 
Drafting Committee, I received 
little help from anybody. It is 
not true that, as reported in one 
Tokyo newspaper, the Indian 
delegate in this committee acted 
as a mediator between the U:S. 
and Russia. I only wished he 
pursued India’s role of media- 
tion. Basically he did not. 

Outside the Drafting Commit- 
tee, however, a strange thing 
happened. During the last two 
days of the conference, as my 
views were increasingly known, 


delegates one by one came up to © 


me and said they appreciated 
my leadership. 
that I be allowed to make a 
statement at the closing plenary 
session, but this was overruled, 
since basically no speeches were 
made that last day. 

In the end, the Drafting Com- 
mittee produced a responsible 
declaration which cannot be ser- 
iouslvy challenged by East or 
West. I would have omitted 
some items and worded other 
items quite differently. It is not 
a very inspiring or a very 
sophisticated document. I did 
get included my = conviction 
(which I hope is not only Amer- 
ican) that the problem is more 
subtle than merely to “ban the 
bomb.” Inspection and control 
must always be coupled with 
the end of testing and the begin- 
ning of disarmament. Conven- 
tional weapons must be tied to 
atomic disarmament; Eastern 
manpower must be reduced as 
well as Western atomic power. 


Opposed to Blocs 


I regret that the subject of 
military blocs and military bases 
was included in the conference 
documents. Even as an Amer- 
ican, l am personally opposed to 
military blocs of all kinds 
(NATO and the Warsaw group) 
and to military bases of all 
kinds (Okinawa and Hungary). 
I feel, however, that the confer- 
ence was called primarily to dis- 
cuss nuclear matters. To get 
involved in these topics is to 
enter the wider field of interna- 
tional relations and, unless Care- 
fully treated, to play into the 
hands of present Soviet policy. 
However, I was overruled, with 
the Indian delegate again no 
mediator here. 

I did not feel that I should 
have walked out over my de- 
feat, but I still resent in the 
final recommendations for ac- 
tion this sentence: “It is equally 
important to forge cooperation 
in the movement in this (Paci- 
fic) area against preparations for 
atomic war now ir progress at 
the military bases in Okinawa, 
Korea and other places.” Try 
as I might, I got only one per- 
son to support the inclusion of 
Hungary in this list—and other 
Soviet bases surely could be also 
included. 

Nevertheless, the Tokyo dec- 
laration seems to me to be a 
fair summary of the demands of 
the citizens of any nation, in- 
cluding my own, could make to- 
day to save humanity from the 
hazards of radioactive fallout 
and of nuclear war. My total 
experiences in Tokyo justify my 
coming to the conference and, 
upon returning, suggesting - to 
American and European organ- 
izations that they send know- 
ledgeable and outspoken delega- 
tes to future conferences on this 
issue sponsored by the Japan 
Council Against A- and H-Bombs. 
The political hazards of any fu- 
ture conference remain, but the 
greater hazards of nuclear war 
make me feel that Americans 
as individual citizens must 
never cut themselves off from 
Russians or Chinese—and the 
many peoples in between. 


Worth Risk 

Also, let me add, that I was 
glad to have had the opportun- 
ity to work personally with 
members of the Chinese and 
Russian delegations. We Amer- 
icans have had too few oppor- 
tunities to work with them, per- 
son to person, in recent years. 
I felt I could work with the Rus- 
sians and Chinese, without al- 
ways or often agreeing with 
them. And yet the common 
area of agreement, despite deep 
ideological differences, are more 
than one might suspect. : 

Thus I leave Japan grateful 
for the opportunity o- attending 
the third world conference. 
Some of my political doubts are 
still not answered. I think, in 
balance, that my attendance has 
been worth any personal risks 
and political loneliness involved. 
And my experiences with all 
kinds of Japanese people, in- 
cluding the hardworking stu- 
dents who did the translating, 
only confirms the reputation of 
Japan in America as being a 
country where one must some 
day soon return. 


Several asked 
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
